REVIEW OF 
KOREAN FILMS IN 2008 
AND THE OUTLOOK 
FOR 2009 





2008 was the 40" anniversary of Directors’ Fortnight, Cannes. The Fortnight made a special 
documentary, <40x15>, dedicated to 40 years journey in the passion for the film. In the 
film, the Taviani brothers state, “Someone says of the death of cinema, but cinema is 
perpetually hovering around the world. Once it was French nouvelle vague, then it was new 
American cinema. It is currently the Korean new wave.” The Taviani brothers were wrong. 
There is no cinema in Korea... but there was once. Korean film has grown explosively in 
last 10 years. During that period, 4 Korean films drew more than 10 million people to the 
box office, and the Cannes, Venice and Berlin film festivals celebrated the works of IM 
Kown-taek, PARK Chan-wook, HONG Sangsoo, KIM Ki-duk, JEON Do-yeon, and MOON So- 
ri. At the end of <40x15> the Taviani brothers add “[Next] it will be Romania.” Okay. But It 
might be China. At CinDi 2008, <Survival Song>, by director YU Guangyi won the 
competition. YU won with <The Last Lumberjacks> last year, too. Once a manual laborer, 
he first picked up a camera in middle age. PARK Ki-yong of CinDi Festival stated, “Chinese 
society has changed rapidly. A friend [one] farmed with together yesterday shows up as an 
overnight millionaire today. The feelings of the people caught in those shifts and alienated 
from society are inspired to make films because of those feelings.” It was the same in 
Korean society. Korea experienced radical changes in the 1970s and ‘80s, the same as 
Chinese society is right now. Koreans in the shifts suffered feelings of alienation and 


required a medium through which they could express those feelings. The renaissance of 


Korean film started at the end of 1990s was an externalization of popular culture caused by 
radical new changes in Korean society. Films provided an opportunity for marginalized 
individuals in this highly capitalized society to come together as a community again. They 
felt anger together watching <Silmido> and cried together watching <Tae-guk-gi>. The 
Korean audience in the ‘90s and 2000s was naive enough to long for community, and now 
so are the Chinese. China Is still asking for Chinese blockbusters with the style of ZHANG 
Yimou. The power of cinema, which brings individuals into a community, always comes In 
conjunction with the expansion of capitalism, because cinema has a singular role in 


society. 


Korean society has changed. It is entering a phase of stability, and is seeing the rise of a 
new generation—an individualized generation that has become the mainstream audience. 
This new generation tends to be individualistic in that it cares about personal emotion. 


While older audiences laughed or cried together, newer audiences do that alone. 


Characteristics of Korean films were easy to identify: spectacle, excessive self- 
consciousness, or exemplars of artistic vanity. <Ihe Warriors>, <The Restless>, <Typhoon>, 
and the works of KIM Ki-duk and HONG Sangsoo are prime examples. Korean filmmakers 
have stimulated the collective unconsciousness by penetrating their self-consciousness 
through the films. Fortunately, the results were successful, simply because the masses 
existed in a state of receptive uniformity. For the last 10 years, Korean filmmakers have 
produced films that they wanted to make—not what people wanted to watch. But as the 
masses are fragmented, communicating between self-consciousness and collective 


unconsciousness Is getting harder. 


In 2008, Korean film went through a period of severe adjustment. Think of It this way: If a 
person grows too fast, it damages the joints and affects the rest of the body. Growth must 
stop eventually. When it does stop, problems occur. For Korean film those began at the end 
of 2007. A growing rate of admissions turned into a shrinking one, and the number of films 
produced was down. It was a sign of recession. Now it becomes a matter of whether the 
industry will weather a soft landing—or a hard landing. A soft landing does not hurt 
industrial fundamentals and could create momentum for new growth. But, when the landing 
is hard, it destroys fundamentals such as cinemas, production companies and above all, the 


accumulated knowledge of filmmaking. It is the same nightmare we lived through in the 


1970s, right after the renaissance of the ‘60s. Market players are the key factor determining 
which direction we go. 2008 was a turning point. It was different from the ‘70s: They 
prepared. Starting at the end of 2007, CJ Entertainment invested aggressively, and so Cu’s 
line-up in 2008 was strong. They released <The Good, The Bad, The Weird>, <A Man Who 
Was Superman>, <Modern Boy>, and <The Divine Weapon> in an effective way. 


However, 2008 was severe. The total number of films produced was only about 40. At one 
time more than 100 films a year were produced. Films released totalled just over 100 films, but 
some films were produced a couple years ago. We called them “storage films,” and those 
were not successful at the box office. Warner Brothers withdrew from the Korean DVD market, 
indicating the Korean ancillary market is dead. International sales are at rock bottom. The thrill 
of the Korean Wave in Asia is coming to an end. BAE Yong-jun’s project aimed squarely at the 
Japanese market was not that successful. The fever of PIFF 2008 was not that hot. The sudden 
death of CHOI Jin-sil was one of the reasons, but above all, people in the field did not have 
time to enjoy the festival. CU Entertainment was not the only player in the market. Showbox, 
which invested in <Dachimawa Lee> and <Go Go 70s>, Vantage Holdings and KT still play 
roles in the market. Gamblers haven't changed, but the game is still going on. What we 
wonder is where the bottom lays. Korean cinema admissions reached about 60 million for 
Korean films in 2008. This indicates there is still an audience there. But earning rates are at 
their worst. A total of 7 Korean films, including <The Chaser> and <Rough Cut>, broke even. 
Low earning rates remain a constant issue in the business. So, we do not know where the 
bottom is with this index. There is a variable, however: Business Is a psychological game. 
Business will be picked up when people expect so. The recession of Korean film has a similar 
structure to that of a financial recession. In other words, It is a matter of liquidity. Low earning 
rates freeze out the fluidity of cash flow, and frozen money flow affects film production. In 
order to make money flow into the industry, there must be a valuable product to invest in. 
Whenever a film gets a green light, money flows and business picks up. It is a basic principal 


of economics. 


2008 was a dry season, but we were able to reap some meaningful films nonetheless. 
<Forever the Moment>, <The Chaser>, <Rough Cut>, <Portrait of a Beauty>, <My Wife Got 
Married>, <Scandal Makers>, and <Public Enemy Returns> showed that Korean films are 
still able to make profits. <Forever the Moment> drew middle-aged audiences. <The Chaser> 


was genre filmmaking at its best. <Rough Cut> was an independent box office success. 


<Portrait of a Beauty> was dominant over Ang LEE’s <Lust, Caution>. <Scandal Makers> 
showed a sense of humor without exaggeration. Those films, by the way, also indicated 


some meaningful changes. 


The period of adjustment has changed the paradigm that sustained Korean film for the last 
10 years. Korean film has always been at the front line of popular culture. There was a 
hierarchy; actors and actresses preferred to be in films, and film directors were admired. But 
this is not the case anymore. Film is merely one of the entertainments people spend time 
with. With the changes, the strategy for success leading the new Korean film renaissance of 
10 years also has been challenged. <The Good, The Bad, The Weird> scored 7.3 million 
admissions, bringing it close to the break-even point. Making a blockbuster film while 
considering international sales has been the main strategy of Korean film, but it invariably 
boomerangs. Korean film had undergone a period of adjustment in 2001. Replicas of 
Hollywood blockbusters such as <Resurrection of the Little Match Girl> and <Natural City> 
brought an industrial crisis into Korean film. Those Korean blockbusters were rooted in the 
excessive self-consciousness of the producers. “| will show you something new,” they 
screamed. “| want to have an Initiative on the market.” Yet lessons from 2008 show that the 


play of the game was a hit, rather than a homerun. 


New directors in 2008 heralded the rise of a new generation. They concentrated on 
entertainment rather than artistic self-consciousness. Director NA Hong-jin of <The Chaser> 
States, “Film is something fun, and just breathes with an audience. | wanted to become an 
animator, but somehow | learned how to deal with images. | do not think | have a talent. 
Even other good films... | do not think they were made by only the strength of a director's 
talent.” Director KANG Hyung-chul of <Scandal Makers> states, “Excessive self- 
consciousness of a director is arrogance. The director is only one of the jobs.” <The Chaser> 
is a genre film boasting a typical formula of chasing a serial killer and saving the day. 
<scandal Makers> recalls a British-style romantic comedy. People in the film fight and 
finally understand each other. The recession in 2001 found momentum for growth in the 
gangster-comedy. The audience knew the rules of the genre and enjoyed the conventions 
and sense of humor in the films. As a result, a number of films such as <My Wife Is a 
Gangster>, <Marrying the Mafia>, <My Boss, My Hero>, and <Kick the Moon> and their 
sequels were hits at box office. 


In the recession of 2008, films such as <The Chaser> and <Forever the Moment> were box 
office successes because they kept their promises to entertain audiences by exploiting the 
conventions of their genres. <Forever the Moment> successfully delivered the core of 
sports films. Both were hits precisely because they were conventional. In the last 10 years, 
filmmakers have concentrated on making good films and believed a well-made film would 
attract audiences. Yet, the time has come for Korean film to go back to the rules of genre. 
The few Korean hits in 2008 are the evidence. Audiences have changed, but the mind and 
attitude toward Korean films have not. Director JEON Yun-su of <Portrait of a Beauty> once 
stated, “| might not become an artistic director admired for his aesthetic values. | do not 
have that talent. But, | am good at making an interesting story and making people cry with 
conventional plots. | believe that a director like me deserves to be focused on, too.” <My 
Wife Is a Gangster>'s JO Jin-kyu scorned himself: “Red Carpet? | put one in my living room 


and sometimes walk on it.” 


Korean film in 2008 might need to honor them with a real Red Carpet. Commercial directors 
have always been the life preservers of Korean film. A positive effect of this market 
recession is a chance to renovate the market Itself. Players can be replaced. The same 
player might change his way of thinking. Thus, crisis is an opportunity. 2009 Is waiting for 
acclaimed Korean directors’ works: PARK Chan-wook’s <Thirst>, BONG Joon-ho's <Mother>, 
JK YOUN's <Haeundae>, and CHO! Dong-hoon’s <JEON WOO CHI> all lay on the horizon. In 
2007, we prospected that 2008 would be the nadir. 2009 will be much brighter—hopetully a 
zenith.

<Killer Story >(1998), <La Belle> (2000), which have always been ahead of their time helping forge new 
genres for Korean cinema. In 1997, he co-produced <Green Fish>, the directorial debut of LEE Chang-dong. 
As an actor, he has worked with key directors such as JANG Sun-woo, BAE Chang-ho and PARK Kwang-su.
